They will be asked, not 
merely for sympathy, but to join in the 
great strike. 
The plan is to tie up traffic ou the 
railroads aud in other channels of busi­ 
ne-- so that the supply of coal muy be 
tffectuully cut off, and thus force the 
operators to negotiate for a general set­ 
tlement of the wage question. 


SILENT AS TO PLANS.

P ittsbu r g, Aug. 2 0 .— The coal oper­ 
ators continue to m aintain the strictest 
secrecy as to their future movements. 
Some of the operators desire to hold a 
joint conference of mineowners and 
diggers before taking any radical steps 
toward ending the strike, but they are 
iii the minority. 
A number of the 
largest ojierators positively refuse to 
participate in any conference with the 
miners. 
Several mines have been selected and 
will be put in operation, but what

The report that Pinkerton men would 
be ' inployed to protect the diggers who 
want to go to work was denied, but as­ 
surance is given that the men who 
want to go into the mines will receive 
amnic protection. 
Colonel W. P. Rend, the large Clii- 
’a»o operator, and George W. ^chined- 
erb»*r, who represents the Robbins in­ 
terests, endeavored to have the opera­ 
tors join tnem in a request for a confer­ 
ence before taking any action, but 
received no support. They met District 
President Patrick Dolan before his de­ 
parture for Columbus, and sent a 
juest to National President M. 
Ratchtord for a conference, but no re­ 
ply has been received. 
Colonel Pend said he would exhaust 
all means for sett liny: the trouble am i­ 
ably before he would start his mines. 
“If I cannot effect a settlement peace­ 
ably," said he “ I will start ray mines. 
The old men can have work if they 
want to mine coal, but if they refuse I 
will import men. 
The coal operators 
annot afford to allow valuable prop­ 
erty to remain idle, and will take steps 
to operate their mines.” 


It Would He of Math More Benefit to 
Till* Country. 
W ashington, Aug. 
20. — Secretary 
Sherman has acknowledged the recent 
claim 
of 
the 
French 
government 
through Ambassador Patenotre for ne­ 
gotiating a treaty between the United 
States and France under the reciprocity 
clause of the new tariff law, and the 
secretary adds an assurance that he 
hopes to take up this important sub­ 
ject at an early dav. 
It will lie the 
first effort toward practical application 
of the reciprocity clause of file new 
law und to some extent it will shape 
the future action of the government 
on the treaties to be negotiated. 
The data prepared in this connection 
shows imports from France for the year 
18H5-96 amounted to 
7,000,OOO. 
It is 
estimated that the duties under the new 
tariff law on imports of this amount 
would be $J2,400,000, or 48.H5 per cent 
of the value of tho goods, 
lf. however, 
the reciprocity clause is granted to 
France, the duties on French imports 
is estimated at I U,500,(KXI, or IT per 
cent of the value of the goods. 
Thus 
the reciprocity clause would reduce 
French duties less than $1,000,000 on a 
year s imports. 
As against this, it is shown that on 
the imjtorts of the United States to 
France, amounting to $02,800,000, the 
duties would be $14.OOO,OOO. or 22.28 
per cent of the value of the American 
goods sent to France. 
From the stand­ 
point of the French government, there 
is much margin for reciprocity between 
the g ro u ch rate of about 22 per cent 
against American goods and the Ameri­ 
can rate of about 48 per cent against 
French goods. 
The present negotiations will ne a 
sequel to the arrangement effected by 
Ambassador Whitelaw Reid, March 15, 
1882. 
France continues to give the 
minimum rates established at this time, 
although the United Stares long since 
withdrew’ the reciprocal reductions on 
sugar, molasses, hides aud skips. 
Ambassador Pafenotres proposition 
contemplates that French minimum 
rates shall be continued, if Hie United 
States grants reductions under the re­ 
ciprocity cl rase of the new law.

wrise the French government is likely 
to restoae maximum rates.

It reiterates tho position here­ 
tofore taken by the secretary of state as 
to the right and propriety of annexing 
Hawaii to th*' United States. 
With 
this, however, is coupled an assurance 
that the interests of Japan in Hawaii 
will be fully safeguarded. 
It also ex­ 
presses satisfaction at tho plan of arbi­ 
tration between Japan and Hawaii on 
tho question of Japanese immigration 
to Hawaii. 
The answer is largely an elaboration 
of Mr. Sherman's former letter and 
the policies expressed in no way differ 
from those previously laid down by 
him.

It will not

Manufacturers are springing up all 
over the republic, but they cannot sup­ 
ply the demand, and until the demand 
is supplied in every line Mexico w ill be 
in a bad w ay w ith her depreciated cur 
renoy.

The 
rich and m iddle classes are the sufferers, 
and the American who m ust have Amer­ 
ican goods feels severely the money 
crisis now existing in the southern re­ 
public.

M e x i c a n Fruit and th e Tariff. 
The new United States tariff law w ill 
have a serious effect on the Mexican 
fruit market. The loudest com plaints of 
the new law come from Americans who 
have invested heavily in orange groves 
in Mexico, w ith the view of exporting 
the product to the United States, where 
good prices are obtained. 
The duty on oranges is 55 coots per 
cubic foot, which amounts to $1. IO per 
box. 
It is said here that tins is a pro­ 
hibitory duty ami 
but few Mexican 
oranges w ill now find their way into 
United States markets. Great quantities 
of Mexican grapes have also been ship­ 
ped to United States markets in the past, 
but the supply from this source w ill 
now be cut off.

Iii other 
words, the first place must be given to 
the personal equation of the teacher, 
while methods and devices play only a 
subordinate part. It seems tome, there 
fore, that the evils now ascribed to un­ 
controllable circumstances should be at­ 
tributed fci large part to a lack on the 
part of the teacher of those qualifica­ 
tions which are essential to success. 
Consequently when 
reasonable

mands are not met within a reasonable 
tune limit we are justified iii inferring 
that the fault lies with the teacher and 
not with the pupils.
